United States seems likely to give 
its anti-communist allies in west- 
ern Europe between $2,000,000- 
000 and $3,000,000,000 worth of 
arms next pear.

President Truman therefore is 
expected to ask Congress to ap- 
propriate only about $1,000,000,- 
000 for the European rearmament 
program during the new fiscal 
year beginning next July 1.
